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TAXPAYERS 


The President, as you know, 
labels his current travels as 
a ‘‘good will” tour. This led 
one Washington wag to remark 
(privately) that the American 
taxpayer could use some good 
will too. Aside from the cost 
of the trip - probably several 
million dollars - this ob- 
server got a grim laugh out 
of a little-noticed aspect of 
the tour. It is this. In the 
last 15 years, American tax- 
payers have coughed up close 

o 70 billion dollars for 
foreign aid. All those doll- 
ars were supposedto be buying

for the United 
States. Now, 15 years and 70 
billion dollars later, it 
seems the President must go 
touring in 11 countries in 
order to build up good will 
for the United States. 
Publicly, the President’s 
latest trip is supposed to 
have the backing of leaders 
in both parties. Privately, 
however, there has been a 
good deal of griping. Of 
course, this is to be expect- 
ed from the Democratic lead-

campaign is now 








up stage. Naturally, they 
dislike seeing the titular 
head of the Republican Party 
grabbing so much newspaper 
space with his world travels. 

But there is also troubled 
headshaking about the trip in 
the ranks of the President’s 
own party. There is fear that 
these numerous meetings with 
foreign leaders will wind up, 
as usual, with another raid 
on the pockets of the American 
taxpayer. It is the Presi- 
dent’s congressional leaders 
who will have to face the 
music — in an election year — 
if the so-called “good will” 
picked up on the tour turns 
out to be promises of more 
American dollars. Certain of 
these leaders are also troubl- 
ed at the mounting problems 
here at home - labor problems, 
financial problems, seething 
unrest right in our own.hemi- 
sphere - which get pushed 
aside while the President 
travels. 

As for the Washington cor- 
respondents, they are notor- 
iously a cynical breed, so 
perhaps the following observa- 
tion shouldbe discounted. But 
one of them has a simple pri- 
vate explanation for the 
President’s trip. This par- 
ticular fellow has a long 
memory. He recalls that some 
months ago the President ex- 


pressed a desire, after he 
leaves the White House, to 
travel in countries he had 
never visited before. This 
cynical newsman thinks the 
President simply decided to 
get in a bit of travel before 
he left the White House, so 
the taxpayers could foot the 
bill. 

The President’s congress- 
ional leaders have good reason 
to worry about the bill he 
will ask them to hand the 
taxpayers when Congress meets 
again in January. And it is 
difficult to escape the feel- 
ing that “Mr. Eisenhower is so 
busy traveling here, there, 
and everywhere that his right 
hand does not know what his 
left hand is doing. For in- 
stance, his Sudget Director, 
Mr. Stans, is genuinely con- 
cerned about the precarious 
financial position of the 
federal government. He has 
issued warning after warning 
about the need for a balanced 
budget. Only recently, Mr. 
Stans said taxpayers must 
demand an end to what he call- 
ed “compulsive spending’”’ 
which has given us a record 
budget and public debt. Even 
the President talks a great 
deal about economy in govern- 
ment, and fancies himself as 
opposed to the big spenders. 
Yet just before he left on 
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his trip, he indicated that 
he was going to ask Congress 
for an even greater sum of 
money for foreign giveaways 
than he did last year. And 
congressional leaders are 
fearful that the request for 
giveaways abroad may grow and 
grow, as a result of the 
President’s foreign tour. 


WHAT IS OUR CAUSE? 
This inconsistency of the 
President is also apparent on 
a different front. Another 
announced purpose of his cur- 
rent travels is to win sym- 
pathy for what is called the 
Western cause, as opposed to 
Communist Russia. But how do 
you win people to your cause 
when you yourself do not seem 


tobe sure what your cause is? 
Presumably nothing would con- 
tribute more to the Western 
cause than the gradual break- 
up of the communist empire. 
And there is no longer any 
doubt that Boss Khrushchev 
has plenty of troubles on his 
hands, especially in the cap- 
tive countries. But consider 
for a moment the following 
items, and you will see why 
many close observers are ser- 
iously troubled by the Presi- 
dent’s inconsistencies: 

First, the President invited 
Boss Khrushchev to the United 
States, thus giving the Hed 
dictator his greatest propa- 
ganda victory in years. Then, 
on the heels of that, he is 
traveling across half the 
world to win neutralist count- 
ries to something called ‘‘the 
Western cause.” 

Second, as I reported to 
you recently, the communist 
regime in Poland is in serious 
difficulties. It has imposed 
meatless days on the people 
and there are shortages of all 
kinds of food. So what hap- 
pens? Do we let Khrushchev 
and his Polish stooge Gomulka 
stew in the juices they cooked 
up for themselves? If we are 
really opposed to communism 
and communist regimes, would 
not that seem the sensible 
thing to do - or at least to 








do nothing which gives Hed 
tyranny a new lease on life? 
But no! Instead, Communist 
Poland will get 200,000 tons 
of grain from the United 
States to rebuild its cattle 
production! 

Third, just before he left 
on his trip to win friends 
for the Western cause against 
Red Russia, the President

Meantime, while all this is 
going on —and while the Pres- 
ident travels 22,000 miles to 
win neutralist countries to 
our side - right here in the 
Western Hemisphere the teds 
and their agents are having 
a field day.

the preoccupation of American 
leaders with affairs in the 
far corners of the earth, 
while serious problems here 
at home and in our own hemi- 
sphere are brushed aside. 

An authoritative Latin- 
American observer recently 
made a trip through the count- 
ries to the south of us. His 
name is Dr. Emilio Portuondo, 
a Cuban patriot who is oppos- 
ed not only to the pro-Hed 
Castro but also to the former 
dictator of his country. Dr. 
Portuondo said the most far- 
reachikg conclusion of his 
trip was that loyal friends 
of the United States in Latin 
America have lost faith in us. 
They no longer consider the 
United States as the defender 
of our southern neighbors 
against the massive infiltra- 
tion of international commun- 
ism. And he points out that

Latin-American governments 
cannot fight alone against 
Red tactics of economic war- 
fare. In other words, our 
southern neighbors are equally 
as puzzled as many Americans. 
They see U.S. leaders ostens- 
ibly resisting communist aims 
on the one hand, while on the 
other they build up the Red 
Empire, and seemingly ignore 
the communist threat right in 


our own Western Hemisphere. 

Isit any wonder, then, that 
many seriously worried ob- 
servers are saying privately, 
if not publicly, that the 
President of the United States 
ought to stay home and tend 
to his knitting? Perhaps if 
he did, every time he picked 
up a stitch with his right 
hand, he wouldn’t drop it with 
his left. - John T. Flynn

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Book Review 


NO LONGER SO SECRET 


THE SECRET WORLD by Peter 
Deriabin & Frank Gibney, 334 
pages, Doubleday,N.Y., $4.50. 
“If it weren’t for our work 
in Canada and the U. S.,” 
Fedotov noted, ‘‘the Soviet 
Union would still not have 
the atom bomb.” The speaker 
was head of the Foreign In- 
telligence Directorate, USSK. 
He made this remark, in Peter 
Veriabin’s presence, seven 
years after the development 
of our first atomic bomb. 
There are many even more 
startling and shocking revel- 
ations in this book, which 
grew out of two articles 
appearing in Life about the 
time the House Un-American 
Activities Committee released 


Deriabin’s secret testimony. 

Peter Deriabin, up to now, 
is the highest ranking Soviet 
official who has ever defect- 
ed to the West. In fact, he 
is the first officer of what 
is known as the Kremlin Guard 
ever to have escaped the 
clutches of the Soviet slave- 
state. 

As others of lower status 
before him, Deriabin is an 
example of the much-vaunted 
‘new Soviet man.” He grew up 
in the Red system, with only 
dim and remote memories of 
what went before. He was a 
staunch member of the “Young 
Pioneers,” the Soviet youth 
organization. He became a 
Communist Party member when 








he was 19 years old. He rose 
rapidly in the Soviet hier- 
archy, until he became one of 
the most trusted officers of 
the State Security System. As 
such, he worked inside the 
Kremlin close to Stalin and 
the other “big boys” of the 
lied regime. He was advanced 
to the Foreign Intelligence 
Branch, sent to Vienna to 
direct Soviet intelligence 
there (the first time he had 
ever been outside the borders 
of the Soviet Union) and not 
long afterwards walked into 
American headquarters and 
asked for asylum. 

Thus Leriabin is living 
proof that the Soviet system 
carries within it the seeds 


of its own destruction - if 
only the West would quit shor- 
ing it up. 


His story is perhaps the 
most detailed we have yet had 
of “the secret world” of the 
Soviet secret police, on which 
is built the Hed regime’s 
main source of power. He has 
much to reveal —- not only of 
the techniques of murder, 
Spying and sabotage on which 
the Hed bosses must rely to 
maintain their slave-state —- 
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but of the immorality of the 
socialist regime and the “new 
class’’ it has reared in the 
“classless” society. 

Not the least important 
part of Mr. Deriabin’s book 
is his penetrating analysis 
of Nikita Khrushchev, whom he 
knew before Khrushy achieved 
total power. Leriabin shows 
that the deceptive “ soften- 
ing” reported by so many sup- 
erficial western visitors to 
Russia is merely a prelude to 
the consolidation of Soviet 
State Security ‘“‘as an agent 
of the new dictator.” As he 
puts it, “the beast has 
changed his spots slightly, 
but he has. not gone away.” 

This book makes fascinating, 
terrifying, and essential 
reading -— helped along in no 
small measure by the hand of 
an experienced journalist, 
Frank Gibney, who writes the 
book about Mr. Deriabin in 
the third person. Peter 
Deriabin adds his own epi- 
logue, giving his impressions 
of his adopted country in the 
five years since he became 
just aman —- not a ‘new 
Soviet man.’’
